l NE and undivided support of Lord Salis- 
! bury’s Government in its inflexible deter-

And Mr. Chamberlain gave apt expression to 
the sentiments of this country when he earnestly 
declared: “ Never again, with our consent, and 
| while we have the power, shall the Boers be able 
| to erect in the heart of South Africa a citadel 
‘whence proceeds disaffection and race ani- 
_mosities.’’ It inspired confidence in this en- 
| lightened statesmen when he indicated that 

| The £00,000 British and Colonial

| restore our prestige. And Mr. Chamberlain 
crowned one of the best speeches he has 
ever made with the satisfactory announcement 
that the Volunteers would be relied upon in a 
larger degree than heretofore for the defence 
of the Motherland. The Volunteers and 
Yeomanry thoroughly- merit this great trust, 


from their long years of self - sacrifice in 
the past, and for their noble devotion to 
their Queen and Motherland at the present

(who has been sadly hampered, we are told, by 
War Office red-tape) is of opinion that the V.U.

the battlefield on which the coveted guerdon 
was won. In almost every other matter similar 
dispatch ought to be shown by our military 
authorities, who are being roused at last, we 
have reason for hoping, to the necessities of the 
critical situation in which the South African War 
has placed England. 

We now come to the most recently conferred 
V.C.’s. In his despatch respecting the action 
at Colenso, General Sir Redvers Buller, V.C., 
described the gallantry for which these decor- 
ations and medals have been granted, and his 
remarks are quoted in the London Gazette— 


The Bravery of Captain Congreve, the 
Late Lieutenant Roberts, 
Captain Reed, Corporal Nurse, V.C.’s, 
at the Battle of Colenso. 


At Colenso, on Dec. 15, the detachments 
serving the guns of the 14th and 66th Batteries 
Royal Field Artillery had all been either killed, 
wounded, or driven from their guns by infantry- 
fire at close range, and the guns were deserted. 

About 500 yards behind the guns was a donga, 
in which some of the few horses and drivers left 
alive were sheltered. The intervening space was 
swept with shell and rifle fire. ~” 

Captain Congreve, Rifle Brigade, who was in 
the donga, assisted to hook a team into a limber, 
went out and assisted to limber up a gun; being 
wounded, he took shelter, but seeing Lieutenant 
Roberts fall badly wounded, he went out again 
and brought him in. Some idea of the nature of 
the fire may be gathered from the fact that 
Captain Congreve was shot through the leg, 
through the toe of his boot, grazed on the elbow 
and the shoulder, and his horse shot in three 
places. p ! 

Lieutenant the Honourable F. Roberts [since 
dead, alas!}, King’s Royal Rifles, assisted 
Captain Congreve. He was wounded in three 
places. Corporal Nurse, Royal Field Artillery, 
66th Battery, also assisted. Drivers-H. Taylor, 
Young, Petts, Rockall, Lucas, and Williams, all 
of the 66th Battery Royal Field Artillery, rode 
the teams; each team brought in a gun. 

Shortly afterwards, Captain Reed, 
7th Battery Royal Field Artillery, who had 
heard of the difficulty, brought down three teams 
from his battery to see if he could be of any 
use. He was wounded, as were five of the 
thirteen men who rode with him. One was 
killed; his body was found on the field; and 
thirteen out of the twenty-one horses were killed 
i efore he got half-way to the guns, and he was 
obliged to retire. : 

Immense satisfaction has been occasioned by 
the honour which has thus been done to the 
memory of the son of the Commander-in-Chief in 
South Africa, himself a wearer of the Victoria 
Cross, as are Sir Redvers Buller and Sir George 
White. :

The Fight for Spion Kop— 


| the toughly contested engagement which 
| decided the fate of Sir Redvers Buller’s second 
| fruitléss attempt to succour Sir George White— 
| may be returned to in order to pay fresh tribute 
| to the steadfast pluck and splendid power cf 
| endurance displayed by the British troops 
throughout this campaign, and also to offer a 
| fair meed of praise to the well-led Boers. We 
told last week how that Sir Charles Warren 
las heralded by Sir Redvers Buller’s cabled 
despatch, published with fatuous promptituce 
by the Secretary for War—directed Major- 
General Woodgate to storm Spion Kop on tLe 
night of Jan. 23, and how our gallant infantry 
/ performed this feat with very little loss. The 
Boers were evidently withdrawn by their adroit 
General, the better to bombard the summit 
manned by Britons in the morning. 


Mr. Winston Churchill’s Account 


of this great mountain-fight was of a piece with 
the other admirable special war-correspondence 
sent by the intrepid and ’cute son of the late 
Lord Randolph Churchill to the Morning Post. 
It was a Winston Churchill, by the way, a 
worthy Devon yeoman, who was the father of 
that illustrious Marshal and Statesman, the first 
Duke of Marlborough, some of whose qualitics 
have clearly been inherited by his talented young 
descendant now in South Africa. Mr. Winston 
Churchill says the action at the summit of Spion 
Kop was one of the most fierce conflicts in 
British military history. 

Guided by Captain Thorneycroft, our troops 
surprised the Boers and carried the trenches 
with the bayonet at three o’clock, with little 
loss. Our men entrenched hastily, but the 
ground was broken with large rocks unsuited fcr 
the purpose. At dawn there was heavy shelling 
from the Boers, and General Woodgate w:s 
seriously wounded. Immediately urgent demands 
were sent for a new commander. 

Reinforcements were sent, and Captain 
Thorneycroft was appointed Brigadier, com- 
manding the whole fotce on the top of the hill. 
A bitter, bloody struggle followed throughout 
the day, the Boers concentrating every man and 
gun, and attacking the summit with the greatest 
spirit. The British artillery was unable to cope 
with the 


Superior Long Range of the Boer Guns, 


according to Mr. Winston Churchill’s testimony. 
During the afternoon it became evident that our 
infantry could not endure another day. It was 
impossible to drag guns to the summit with- 
out elaborate preparations, or to fortify the hill 
enough to protect the defenders from unassailed

Buller’s Confident Prediction. - 
The Monday after the British Force retired 


to the south side of the Tugela, Sir Redvers | 
Buller again paraded the men of the divisions 


under the command of Sir Charles Warren and 
Sir Francis Clery, and delivered a speech of a 
somewhat remarkable character. He read to 
them, in the first instance, a message from the 


‘Queen, couched in the following terms— 


I must express my admiration of the conduct of the 
troops during the past trying week, and especially of 
those regiments you specify, and of 
ment of your arduous march. 
Proceeding to address the men on his own 
account, General Buller (according to the Daily 
Mail correspondent) concluded by telling them 
they must not imagine that, because it had been 
found necessary to retire from the position at 
Spion Kop, all the work that had been done was 
unavailing. In his opinion, they had gained 
thereby the key of the road to Ladysmith, and he 
hoped to be inside that town within the week. 

The General concluded by giving advice to the 
troops as to the best manner in which to fight 
the Boers, and then called for three cheers for 
the Queen. The response was enthusiastic. The 
men cheered again and again, and the sound of 
it might have been heard miles away. 


Fighting-Power of the Army. 


Mr. Winston Churchill, wiring from General 
Buller’s headquarters to the Morning Post at 
9.10 p.m. last Saturday, said: ‘‘ The soldiers are 
not in the least dispirited, but await with con- 
fidence and impatience the moment for the 
renewal, of the attack. The belief is- general 
that all will be staked on the issue of the 
coming battle. During the impending operations 
it is probable that no Press telegrams will be 
permitted to leave here, but people at home must 
believe that everyone is trying to do his best for

Lord Roberts’s Tribute to the “C.I.V.” 


On Monday last the Lord Mayor of London

Plymouth Rocks. 


T is quite safe to say that no breed has made more rapid 
strides in public favour than the Plymouth Rock, a 
variety which we owe to American ingenuity, and 

. which may be regarded as a fowl that will occupy a 
leading position for some years to come. Although it 

has been but a few years in this country, the success 
achieved by it has been very great, and now, at our shows, 
it is one of the most numerous exhibits. This success 
is due to various causes. In the first place it is essentially 
a stay-at-home fowl, for, whilst it can forage for 
itself, it is not troubled with “a wandering spirit. It 
is also a capital layer of buff-tinted eggs, which, though 
small in comparison with the size of the fowl, are very rich 
in flavour. It is a first-rate table fowl, and the meat upon 
a well-fed young Plymouth Rock is rich, juicy, and 

lentiful. It is hardy, a quick grower, a good thriver, and 

as a manifest advantage over some others of the Asiatic 
type of fowl in that it is clean-legged. It partakes much 
of the Cochin shape of body, and it is generally admitted 
that the Cuckoo Cochin had much to do with giving the

colour and shape to the Plymouth Rock. The other breeds 
used were probably the Dorking and the Leghorn.. Now it 
occupies a position of its own, and though there is a great 
difference in the chickens bred—so far as their colour is 
concerned—it oan be recommended as one of the best fowls 
we have for all-round purposes. The plumage is of the 
cuckoo markings, the legs are yellow, the comb single, and 
the general appearance pleasing.

A Safe Fire-Escape. 

Country residents, especially those in villages far 
removed from a town in which a fire-brigade is stationed, 
will appreciate the American contrivance of which I give 
an Illustration. Most of the so-called escapes are simply 
makeshifts, not suitable for women or children to manipu- 
late, as they usually require some dexterity and consider- 
able muscular exertion on the part of the user. By its use 
descent to the ground from a window or other opening can 
be made comfortably and without exertion. All that is 
necessary is to seat oneself on the bench shown, which has 
previously been hooked to the window-ledge or other 
convenient point, and to grasp the two handles at the 
sides. The mechanism concealed in the box underneath 
pays out the rope from two reels or drums, which are 
so arranged that the rope on each side will be paid out at 
a uniform rate to prevent the tilting of the boxing or 
casing. The grippimg-tubes at the sides of the x, 
through which the ropes pass, permit the control of the 
rate of descent, as any pressure on them acts as a brake to 
prevent the ropes from being rapidly unwound from the 
reels or drums. The same object is also‘accomplished by 
means of the brake strap, shown as coming out of the front

of the casing, and designed to be opérated. by the foot, 
which is slipped into the stirrup provided for that purpose. 
This interesting device is adapted to be stored away ina 
compact form, and yet is ready for instant use without 
arrangement or adjustment other than fastening to the 
window-sill.
